The Katyn murder and its background 

Katyn not only refers to the place where the suffering in Soviet fallen Russian Rather 
Katyn means for today and for the future as a memorial for Europe: Trouble -free proven 
barbaric liquidation of thousands of Polish officers by the Soviet executioners makes it 
clear that the Moscow authorities in their Bolshevih state for everything that has value 
and rank, neither use nor Have space.

1. Finding mass graves of murdered Polish officers. 

In the summer of 1942 some Polish workers heard that their compatriots had been 
abducted by the Soviet Russians to the Katyn region and murdered there (see Document 
8). They dug on their own and actually found bodies; they marked the place of discovery 
with a wooden cross, but paid no further attention to the fmd. In any case an immediate 
message refrained them. It was not until February 1943 that the Secret Field Police 
learned that there should be a mass grave in the Katyn forest. Investigations carried out 
immediately confirmed the suspicion. But until early April, when it allowed the weather 
could with larger off are excavations Up in July, the summer heat interrupting the 
excavations not made agile, Of these, 2805 were correctly identified.

Under the pressure 
of the German evidence that clearly identified the bodies found as Poles, Moscow then 
fled to the lying claim that they had been shot by the Germans. This assumption is 
refuted by the minutes of the International Medical Commission of April 1943. After this 
it is clear that the Poles for three years are killed earlier (see Fig. Document 17) and that 
the planted trees over the graves just if already 3 years are there.

a) The Polish emigrants' investigations into the murdered officers

18, 1942, the leader of the Polish troops in the Soviet Union, General Anders, also 
intervened and demanded the surrender of the Polish officers who were allegedly still 
imprisoned, but in fact long since murdered. Stalin gave the opposite, although the 
insurance, which the Poles promised on 30 July 1941 amnesty was valid without 
exception (s document. 30); but even now none of the missing Polish officers tumed up 
among the Polish new formations - they had long since been buried in the forest of 
Katyn. 

In January 1943, the Polish emigrants fmally sent a commission to Moscow; their 
inquiries were necessary as well as all previous unsuccessful efforts to learn about the 
United constant of the now murdered Poles to leam. 

The German excavations at Katyn have fmally given the Poles the clear and shocking 
answer to their search for over 3 years. 

b) The extermination efforts in the USSR, against the Poles. 

The Bolshevik crime in the Katyn forest not only shows that Moscow will stop at 
nothing to stabilize the social level of its state on the lower limit. The liquidation of 
thousands of officers, which ended with a shot in the neck and a mass grave, only rounds 
off the treatment that Soviet Russia has given its Polish “ally” 4 . Just like the Polish 
inquiries about the missing officers, Soviet Russia did not respond to any of the other 



wishes and demands of the Poles. On the eontrary, Moseow did not fail to take drastie 
measures against the Poles. 

For example, the Polish representation has been systematically decimated in recent 
years. The Soviet Deputy Foreign Commissar Vyshinsky was not afraid, * 'expressly 
grant the Bolshevik crackdown on the representation of the Polish "Allies (s. Docu ment 
46). In this case, however, they did not shoot in the neck and were content to expel a 
number of members for alleged espionage and disseminating defamatory rumors and lies 
of all kinds against the Soviet Union, while others were sentenced to harsh sentences. 

The Moscow measures against the bulk of the Polish army are of particular interest in 
this connection. The Russian efifort aimed not only clearly indicate dissolve the Polish 
troops into small units to weaken their resistance to the Bolshevik decomposition efforts, 
but this not necessary even gradually eradicate. So the Soviet authorities reduced in the 
spring of 1942, the food rations, which consists of around 70 000 troops Polish army so 
that it is now sufficient for 44,000 man (s.

Their desperate rebellion was of no use to the Poles, however, only confirmed that they 
had sat down between all stools. For England, of course, the guarantee for Poland was 
the pretext for unleashing the Second World War. In order, however, was Poland's role 
for England played; Poland was sacrificed to other interests, primarily the Bolsheviks, at 
a time when Moscow had not yet formally entered the front against Germany. From the 
very beginning, England has endeavored to trivialize and cover up the Bolshevik 
atrocities in the westem neighboring areas of the Soviet Union that had been occupied 



since 1939. Already in 1940 the British government held a english Franco-Polish 
Declaration on the crimes committed by the Bolshevihs in eastern Poland atrocities 
inopportune (s. Document 38). 

The statement made by the British Foreign Minister on the Soviet-Polish eonflict that 
broke out after the Katyn murder was uncovered shows an even greater reluctance (see 
Document 42). Eng country undertooh in the wake everything not to let this eonfliet 
appear, and sat without regard to humanity and Gereehtig ness Polish emigrants under 
extreme pressure. As a result, General Sikorski, who was in the pay of England and 
under its influence, was finally foreed to withdraw his appeal to the International Red 
Cross (see Document 43). He had to be content with a modest request, as in the past 3 
years align education about the fate of his comrades on the Moseow government to be 
allowed (s. docu ment 44). 

The USA too. interfered out of consideration for the American Poles and caused Stalin 
to write a letter to the "New York Times." However, this letter made no mention of the 
fate of the officers who had been sought by the Poles for three years and who had 
disappeared in the mass graves of Katyn ( see document 45). 

The press of England and the USA. tried to persuade the world that the withdrawal of 
General Sikorski's appeal to the Intemational Red Cross and Stalin's letter to the New 
York Times would mean an elimination of the heightened tension between the Soviet 
Union and the Polish emigrants. In reality this conflict is in Despite the withdrawal of 
the Polish appeal to the International Red Cross, the Deputy Foreign Commissioner of 
the USSR, Vyshinsky, once again defended the cmel methods of his government (see 
Document 46). Count Raczynski then raised the question again after the whereabouts of 
the Poles still living in the Soviet Union, and the former Polish Major General Schally 
bitterly reproached England and the United States for their total indifference to the 
atrocities perpetrated against the Poles by the Soviet Union (see Document 48) the 
sudden removal of General Sikorski, the Anf ang July 1943 with his entire staff by an 
airplane, "unfair" died, proves sufficiently that the differenees were by no means bridged 
and that the Polish group began to become more than a nuisance to the plutocratie- 
Bolshevik allianee. England and the United States are embarrassed to admit the eonfliets 
in their allies' camp. But it is even more embarrassing for them to have to admit that 
they have praetieally surrendered the Poland they have guaranteed in its existence to the 
Soviet Union - a memento for the "small nations" - and that they cover the Bolshevik 
methods. 

This not only reveals the core problem of the Soviet-Polish conflict, but also makes it 



clear what fate London and Washington have intended for Europe: the horrific find of 
Katyn and the discoveries made since then in Vinnitsa, Odessa and other places clearly 
show what without Adherence to class and nationality threatens people who fall into the 
hands of the BolsheviLs. The treatment of the Katyn mass murder by England and the 
USA. but shows that this with everything from fmding what is happening in the 
countries where Bolshevism built his power.
